The Royal Commission. 

Wo again rofov our renders to tho ovi- 
dODOe addueoJ yustenlny before tbeRojal 
Oommission. Mr. Beaven was on the 
itand for several hours antl furniBlied 
muob \oluablo information _ as to the 
mode of trniiaacting business in tho Land 
OfEce. It -waa showu hy this goiitlemim's 
evidence that the Lniul ComJuissiouor at 
New 'NVestniinster refused to issue proa- 
peoting permits on Taxnda Island to ouo 
party, whilst to several othei.' parlies, a 
few dajs heforo, he not aloa(3_ iisueil 
prospcoting licenses but took interest 
iu every clni in himself! Mr. »>, Duck's 
coiinoction with the company Burprises 
ovoryhody. H« ia one of th« Inst men in 
the House whom wo BhouUl have sua- 
peoted of acting from interested motives. 
As for Mr. J. 0. Hughes, who seconded 
the reply to the address, wo are not sur- 
prised to loam that he is one of tlioprime 
movcra ia the whole conspiracy. 

DiBingen-aousnesa- 

The Oountry sellers' organ and mem- 
bers of tlie "Silent Brigade" persist in 
tboir efforts to present the issue in a false 
light before tte country. Those who op- 
posed and protested against endangering 
the Vnilway ooTenant of the Treaty of 
Union or making any alteration in the 
Terms of Union ^Tithout consulting the 
people are constantly ropiGsoiited m op. 
posing the obtaining of money for nocpss- 
arj public worko. Notliiuij could well Ija 
more unfair than this. Thoro was proba- 
bly not a single member ojiposod to rais- 
ing money in a proper way for iiecoiBory 
and reproductive works, although there 
trere those who disapproved of so large 
an expenditore on some of the proposed 
'works. Porin8tance,thero^woro those who 
"were disposed honestly and seriously to 
question the wisdom of involving tlio 
Province in debt and consequent taxation 
for the purpose of building a iiomnn road 
along the Lower Frafer to competo with 
steamboat navigation, at au expenditure 
of two or three hundred thousand dollars. 
However desirable it maybe to have such 
a road, and however advautngoous to lo- 
cal interests so large an expenditure 
might prove, it is impossible to conceal 
the fact that aaoh a work cannot fairly be 
regarded as a reproduotive or paying one; 
and, oonseqtiently, it is not such a work 
as the GoTemment would be justified in 
plunging the conntry in debt to accom- 
plish. A cheaper and less pretentious 
road, one which, while performing the 
functions of a country road in respect of 
the settlements through wliioh it passes, 
■would serve as au outlet for the 
livQ stock of tho interior, would, 
many people think, meet all tho present 
i«quirements, and would cost probably 
less than a fourth of what the road pro- 
posed to bo built by the Government 
threatens to absorb. But the Opposition 
evoked by the Government schema both 
in and out of tho Legislature was of an 
entirely different nature — rested upon a 
different ground. It vas directed, not 
against tho raisi?iff of the money, but 
against the rnrtjuier in which it Aviva pro- 
posed to raise it. It was feared that the 
Bill, as introduced by the Government, 
might operate to the prejudice of the 
Treaty rights of the Province, a foar 
which has boeu fully juHtilied by sub.se- 
quont events; aud it was considered un- 
DHsiness-like and unwise, if nut unsafe, 
for British Columbia, tlio weaker party 
to tho contract, to accept either loan or 
gift at the hands of Canada, the stronger 
party, at the very moment the latter was 
openly declaring a determination to seek 
"better Terms" from the former. All 
thii talk about thoao who wore oppo.'^ed 
to tampering with the Terms oi Union 
being opposed to public works for open- 
ing up the interior of the country and 
connecting the great pa^tnrc-grunnd.s 
with the seaboard ^markets, i.s veriest 
nonsense. It i-s worse than nonsense. It i.s 
absolute falsehood! Tliorhnve boon (tailed 
"obstructiouiatH." Well, thoy -weru 
obstructionists in this acuao, that tlii>j 
obstructed the courso of tlie Country- 
sellers in attempting to destroy the Treaty 
and barter away the country's moat 
oherished rights. In that sonso 'alone 
ivere they "obstructionists," and thoy 
may veil glory in it.

To the Ohiof Justice— It la a rule of 
tho oHicc to refuse) applications for land 
previously covered by upplications or 
pre-emptions. 

Tho «hiof Juslico— But thoro may be 
a dctfect In tho first applioution. You 
can't decido ab to the validity of titles; 
that is for the Supreme Court; did it ne- 
ver occur to you to warn applicants, but 
that you had no right to refuse permia- 

" Witness— Under tho .-Vet of 1870 power 
is given to the Chief Commianiouor to re- 
fuse pre-emption. ,,,,,, , T 

The Ohief Justice said that the laud 
was taken up under tho old orJiQiuico 
and animadverted on tho impropnoty uf 
allowing a commissioner such power, 
■whiah.with a bad or corrupt commission- 
er, might produce great injustico. It was 
a tremendous responsibility for tbo Land 
Office to haye and in some oases gavo a 
man good cause for action against the 
land office if ft man makes a mistake in 
taking up land, that is his look out. 

Judge Gray— What does this endorse- 
ment mean— "lieave granted provided it 
does not interfere with any previous 

right?" _^ 

The Ohief Justice— Hero they give a 
man right to enter upon laud at his own 
risk, aud in the othor case they refuse a 
man pre-emption. _ 

Tho Commissioner hero examined tho 
records and tho Chief Justice said that 
the Mining Ordinance read as if tho words 
it contained had been thrown into a 
coal-scuttle and scattered over tho 
ground, (a laugh), he would not blamo 
»ny man for not understanding it. 

Judge Gray— Tho applicaliou of Du- 
pont aud others was luado on tho 2Gth of 
Xnguat, and i-e/ascd, whereas tht M'.t!(i^in- 
na Gompati'ilwas fe:onled on tho 1st of Oc- 
tobir. The Act requires that a mouth 
ahall elapse. TUe Act says that no per- 
aon shall bo refused a pre-empting li- 
cense unloaa tho land shall have been re- 
corded one month previously. There ap- 
peared to be two sets of people— oiio .np 
vlying on the 18th and the other on the 
ieth of August— the last being refused. 
Now why was not tho prospecting license 
grantod to the hist company? because the 
ot]ior company did not record their li- 
oenao until tho 27th of October. 

Mr. Beavon said it was a very dimcult 
Act to understand. 

The Chief Justice said the charge ap- 
peared to be that certain parties were anx- 
ious to get these lands to put them at 
once in the market, aud that they were 
assisted by acme connivance of tho 
Govoriimeut. 

Mr. Kobsou— Am I «on-cct in sayiug 
that the name of tho Land Commissioner 
and Government Agent at New Westmin- 
Bter {Mr. Edmonds) appears in three 
companies on Taxada Island? 

Justice Crease — Yes. 

The Chief Justice said that lie was im- 
perfectly reported iu ouo of tho papors 
with respect to what ho liad said about a 
proposition to introduce a witness on bo- 
half of those he would call defendants. 
What he had intended to say was that 
the Court would lirnt hoar all the witues- 
808 the side ho would call tho prosecution 
might call.and then allow Mr. Robertson 
to call wituQSSosto rebut the testimony al- 
roiidy taken, aud any por.-ionwho lliought 
his character might bo aflccted by the 
toatimony would also bo allowed to call 
evidence to clear away the imputations. 

Mr. Boaven— There wore two applica- 
oations to purchasoland on Taiada Is- 
land under Clause 10 of tne Laud Ordin- 
ance, 1873; Mr. S. P. Moody made verbal 
application to purchase, and I told lain 
tho machinerv was not in order and ho 
oould not do Bo; Mr. C.T. Dupont, in be- 
half of himsolf, 11. Kerr, J. Coopor, W.ll. 
Clarke, B. Madigan and T. L. liulkely; 
applied for iufoniiatiou a.s to purcliaso.on 
tho a3d. of August. The reply was that 
tbe BBbjeot of tho sale of nnaurveyed 
lands was under the considarfttion of tho 
Government. 

Tho Chiof Justice said that ho couaider- 
ed the auction .sjntaiu of disposing of pub- 
lio laud.< tho fairest, and lio liiul framed 
a plan for tho adoption of that system in 
1859. Unfortunately, .•>. gre.it miny 
legislators could scarcely t«.u1 and 
write, and tlioy undertook to fiauio lawi 
in a shape which men who had ac- 
quired education could not understand 
(laughter.) A contract was given out in 
<18^9 to survey the whole of the land from 
the 49th parallel to Peace River at six- 
pence an acre. 

Mr. Bobson — What decision did tho 
Council como to about tho purchase of 
mineral land ? 

Mr. Beavnn — Tho prico of uiisiu-yoyod 
land was fi.ted by au Order in Cinineil at 
10 an aero aud the ann.unt limited to 
640 acres. Tho dato of tho Ordor v.a.i Uie 
Wrd of September last. This was sub- 
sequently resoinded by an Order in Coun- 
cil about a month ago; tho objeet of tho 
Ordor in i87;i was to oudeavor to car--.)' 
out tho view.-; of tho Logislature. 

Tho Chief Justice— Tliu (iuvc.-amont 
ought to have sulllciont .souse m know 
that tho Act could not be earned out. 

Judge Gr.iy— Thoro is o-<Q conaolatiou. 
Time wasted by one go'e»'umcnt confers 
d benefit on thoirsuce.sHors. (Laughter.)

Tho Chief Justice — That may hare been 
regular. 

Mr. |Robson — But there were two 
parties seekiug.to obtain tho same land — 
one already on tho ground, loyally doing, 
what the Act required that he should do, 
and the other, who had done nothing, 
gets the same land by asking permission 
only. 

The Chief Justice said that tbo legality 
of the Act would bo a question for a 
court of law. 

Judge Gray — You wish to show that 
there was a speoios of favoritism shown in 
granting the land. 

Mr. Kobson— Certainly ; but if it is 
shown that tho Governmout Agent at Now 
Westminster was iuterosted in one party 
of pre-empters and not in tho other, that 
he has au interest in three companies and 
is consequently a member of the Ring to 
acquire those lands improperly, would it 
not bo seen that ho hnd the strongest poa- 
siblo motive for action unfairly ? 

Judge Gray — Would not thnt do for 
the oumming up? 

The Chief Justice said that tho object 
of the whele Act was to be considered 
and difHeulties to be smoothed over if 
necessary. 

Judge Gray said ho would not bo tied 
down by what appeared to be the views 
of his learned brother; tho policy of tho 
law was ouo thing, the constntction of the 
law was another. 

Judge Orease said that the Bench 
could not be expected to accept the con- 
struction Mr. Kobson put upon the low. 

Mr. Robson — I wi.4h to know what the 
practice is in the Land Oflico. 

Witiias.s — I record land the same day 
tho application is made, frecpiently. 

Judge Gray — Can any man come to you 
and ask permisiion to pre-empt after te 1- 
ling yon that he has put down posts and 
given you a description of tho land ? Can 
he record the same day that he appUes? 

Witness — Yes; it is and has been tho 
practice at the Land Oflico; I never re- 
fuse under these pironmstances; tho par- 
ties might have purchased the land if they 
hadn't recorded it the day after permis- 
sion was given; I would consider ,by the 
reading of the Acts, that if a man asked 
mo permission to go upon the land, and 
having got it then turned rouud aud ask- 
ed mo lo ruuurd, I should do so; the laud 
Commissioners throughout tho country 
have no instructions from mo on this 
point, as far as I know; H. W.Hughes re- 
c«ived a certificate of improvamont on the 
23d of Fob. last, cortifloate was granted 
bv Mr. Edmonds, on evidence of William 
Dannie aud G. F. Smith, that §2 50 per 
acre improvements had b«on made on tho 
same; the Land Act permit* occupation 
by an agent; H. Trim's certificate of im- 
provement was issued 23d Feb., his im- 
provements were a house and five acres of 
cleared land. J. C. Hughes had a certifi- 
cate of improvement issued, March ritli, 
187i; his improvements were a hnuso 17 x 
21, land cleared and a road made. 

The Chief Justice said, inlluonced by 
what came to their knowledge yesterday, 
it might be neoassarj^fortbe Court to ad- 
journ, to allow Mr. Beaven'to take lunch. 

Mr. Boaven would not wish the.^ court 
to adjourn on his account. 

The Chief Justice— If the court did so 
it would-be on youracoouut."! should be 
sorry to have a medical certificate as to the 
consequence of refusing. 

Jndge Gray— Was there any preference 
shown to those to whom certificates were 
ssuad? 

Mr. Beaven said no. 

Mr. Robson— Was leave of absence 
granted any of these parties? 

Witneis— No such notices were deliver- 
ed to me. 

Mr. Robson — Hew did witness deal 
with mineral lands? what is the practice 

adopted in dealing with them? If thoy 
ware agricultural land he must deal with 
thciu as such; could parties pre-empt valu- 
able mineral land? 

Witness know nothing in the Act to pre- 
vent; land supposed to be mineral was 
not withdrawn on that account; such was 
not a uni/orm practice of ihe Oortnimeiil 
with ichick he was connected. 

Mr. Robson — Would it bo the duty of 
tho GoTsrnmont, knowing the land was 
mineral land, to withdraw it from pre- 
emption? 

The Chief Justice— If any ona would 
taice up that dreary thing called tiio Gazettt 
he would bo struck with the nuwl)er of 
reserves with which tho country was in- 
torsporsod. Directly a piece of ground is 
supposed to contain mj thing of value.it 
is immediately reserved. 

Mr. Robson wished to know from the 
witness tho usual practiao adopted in dis- 
criminating between ininoral and agrioul- 
tnral lands for pro-ouii)tiou. 

Witness- - 1 ho Act says IGO acres of land 
was to bo pre-omi)tod irrespective of what 
it contained; Taxada Island, and nearly 
all the mainland, are under the "Mineral 
Ordinance." 

Tho Attornoy-Genoral said, by procla- 
inatioii tho whide of the land of llio Main- 
land was out uj) into mineral districts. 

Mr. Robson — Had there been any refu- 
sals or delays praronting parties taking 
up lands under tho Pre-emption Law, be- 
cause they contained minerals? 

Witness had never made any such ob- 
jection; would qualify hit observation by 
saying he did not reoolleiak any 'Suoh refu- 
sal or delay. • 

Mr. Bobson— Had tlxero lireei^. an; par- 
ties kept waiting for luids because the/ 
were mineral? 

Witness couldnol recollect any -•o^'^y. 
but if any, it was not from its b^^g 
oral land. 

Tho Chief Justiooread sor"* portions of 
tho Act as to tho dispoiit''-'U8 mmural 
lands, showing it was 'o include all the 
waste lands of tho «o intry as expressed 
by the Proclamo'ioni subject to instruc- 
tions from the*'»toiP'*^tion clause which 
divided thoAndlnto districts. 

II. Nel't'J" examined by Mr. Robson — 
^Vas i> mombcr of the firm of Moody, 
it Nelson; believed he was to be a 
•uemborof tho Iron Company when it was 
formed; was not a pre-emptor on Taxada 
Inland, nor had any interest in it; had an 
iutorost in one or two of the,' oompaiiioa 
holding mining licences; bolieved aliout 
live of tho claims wore valuable on ac- 
count of the iron; otherolaims wore taken 
up, partly because they were good land 
aud partly bocauie they were valuable 
from proximity to Gillus Bay; arrived 
in this city about the 10th of June from 
OttawA;,fouDd Mr. Moody here with tho 
steomor' Cariboo Fly; he asked witness to 
start off that evening for Burrnrd Inlet 
with tho view of proceeding to Taxada Is- 
land to oiamino somo valuable depoaitaof 
iron; loft the following evening; went to 
Burrard Inlet; rrv^ained there two days; 
thou Dtavted to Tnxnda Inland j vont ,io 



Blubber Bay; staid there until next ovon- 
ing: went and examined the iron; put in 
two or thrco stakes; wrote out two notices 
which wore under tho'mineral law, with 
the intention of forming two companies 
t.ii the usual way; put them on trooa oppo- 
site tho middle of the irondoposit;knewof 
no liotitious names used; did not think 
tho patties iu this transaction would bo 
BO foolish or so guilty. 

Tho Chief Justice — It was gonorally ad- 
mitted tho written applications for tliosa 
pre-emption claini.s were from ouo pen, 
that of J. C. Hughes; did not knoAv who 
suggested tho name of J. 0. Brown. Tho 
Tirms qualified by residence; tho other 
pre-enipfbra did not, but understood par- 
ties working on the Island were acting as 
agents for thorn; did not know as to im- 
lirovomonts made; prosumod tho cost of 
occupatiou would be paid under tho head 
of "iron mine;" had not tho least know 
leilge of tlio oxponso incurred; could not 
toll what proisorty was to become that of 
tho company; know somo who would form 
the company; S. P. Moody, J.O. Hughes, 
Jos. Moody, Tlios. Woody and James 
Van lire-uer: tliought Kwetfs uaino was 
Hi)oken of; intended to get a title lor this 
cumpauj' iu tho regular mannor; did not 
think any action was taken from these no- 
tices; after staying on the Island for 3 
hours returned to Blubber Bay; the next 
morning weni to an Island called Har- 
wood Island; staid thoro a short time and 
then went to tho Mainland. 

Justice Gray —Can you not got to tho 
point? Wo shall sit hero to otuniity if 
this kind of discussion is indulged iu. 

The Chief Justice— Mr. Robson wants 
to know all about thope pre-emption 
claims. 

Witness — On our return to Burrard In- 
let certain individuals were asked to pre- 
empt land on Texada Isliuid; 1 asked 
Chambers, who was told that ho would 
beooms a mombor of tho company to bo 
formed; Cham burs at lirst agreed to pre- 
empt and afterwards refused because he 
was going to pre-empt with hia brother; 
Chamber.s dill eventually pre-empt at tho 
suggestion of Mr. ■Moody, from thu idea 
that ho would bo one of tho company; did 
pot know of any account opened in the 
books as to preliminary charges; hail 
heard of another set or pre-omptors; 
could not tell the names of the parties; 
did not know HENRY SMITH. There 
was no very definite idea as to tho way of 
realizing upon tho pi'operty; so far as 
Canada was concerned no ofTorti had beon 
made to realize; knew of no negotiations 
between DeCosmos and Sir John A.Mac- 
donald. 

; • I The Ohief Justice— Will you swear that 
to your knowledge, remembrance, - infor- 
mation or belief ? 

Witness — I will; had some conversa- 
tiou whiloat Ottawa with DeCosmos; saw 
there a largo block of iron from the 
"Haycock Jline" on which was a cold- 
chisel to show tho quality; this led to 
witness remarking, "I hope the Texada 
ore will prove as good,'' which was all 
that passed on the subject; tliis was be- 
fore tho fall of tho Macdouald Ministry; 
at another time was there witliDeCosinos 
at his hotel aiul saiil to liiiu, "when you 
aro in I']nghnul will you see what yow can 
do for the Texada mine.'" I think ho said 
he had written to Moody and got no re- 
ply; I told him that was just like Moody; 
iJeCosiiios said you must give mo au- 
thority to aot; ho said a note or some- 
thing to show was necessary ; I wrote him 
a note to this effect — "Will you, when in 
England, try what can bo done with Tox- 
ada Island and report?" this note was 
signed H. Nelson; DeCosmos then said 
ho would see what ho could do in tlio 
matter; from that time uiuil to-day no- 
thing had passed upon the subject be- 
tween him and DeCosmos; had not heard 
of any arrangement for DeCosmos to act 
as agent; had seen a plan of the mine De- 
Cosmos took from Rithet; Moody before 
this enquiry had told witness that De- 
Cosmos had taken a Kaiuido of ore and a 
map of Texada. 

Chiof Justice to witness — You were not 
a pre-emptor in tho company, why did 
you take upon yourself to write this note 
to DeCosmos ? 

Witness — I considered I was justified 
in so doing. 

To Mr. liobson — Had not hoard from 
anyone that DeCosmos was appointed to 
act as agent. 

Tlio Attorney-General to witness— You 
have heard that Capt. Dovereaui said 
that' your objection to going on tho 
trip to Texada was from its being dislion- 
oraljlo ? 

Witness — I never refused on that ac- 
count vkwO never used words to that ef- 
fect, there was no lurking suspicion in 
my mind that DeCosmos or Walkem was 
invited up for an imj)roper object; did 
not recolleot any invitation given to Mr. 
Walkem; Walkjm was afterwards invit 
ed from having expressed a desire 'o 
visit Burrard Inlet. 

To Mr. Robson— Did notboconj' «• P^*'" 
emptor because I thought I piould be 
absent. ', tit

ple. Ho soon, however, as it was known 
that an attempt had been made to barter 
awoy your rights and change the T^rm* 
of Confederation, afoolihg of commen- 
dation prevailed and British Columbians 
were hailed as a people after our own 
hearts, as knowing.thoir rights and dar- 
ing enough to maintain them. It is not 
believed here that anyone honestly and 
truly having the welfare and prosperity 
of the country at heart can have thoughts 
or desires for a change in the Terms 
upon which British Columbia was taken 
into the Dominion of Canada. Those 
terms and conditions, so thoroughly 
ventilated aud known, should they now 
bo modified or altered, aside from tho 
humilatiou presented, would have a ten- 
do ncy to destroy that confidence and res- 
pect which the people almost every 
where entertain for British honesty and 
rule. 

Singular as it may seem, but little is 
known in this quarter of tho world of 
the resources and advantages of Vancou- 
ver Island aud British Columbia. Maps 
and charts show their position but the 
general impression is that they are 
cold, barren, inhospitable countries, 
suitable only for Indians and wild beasts. 
Looking at the parallels in which they 
aro situated, it is not so strange that wo 
encounter difficulties in arguing away 
this impression. Few will believe 
that the mean temperature for tho year 
\jn Viotoriaf, ranges between 55° and 57' , 
(that tho climate for salutrity connot be 
'surpassed either en the Atlantic or Pacific 
coast; that tho forests of that Northern 
coast.almost unlimited, produce the finest 
spars and lumber in tho world; that 
the soil of Vancouver Island although 
somewhat circumvented on hills "and 
mountains.producMastonishingly of such 
crops as are adapted to the climate, — of 
wheat GO and 70 bushels, and of potatoes 
800 buahola to tho acre, being no un- 
usual yield. Vancouver Island and Bri- 
tish Columbia must be better known be- 
fore imigration sets towards them. Here 
as elsewhere, I have stated that the laud 
laws are similar if not beUer than Uncle 
Samuel's. I cannot say, however, that 
every man, or woman of ago could take 
up a homestead and in it be protected 
for life, without undergoing a littlo 
whitewashing.
